"Furthermore, the Polish citlxen,

terms In the penitentiary on the same 
charge.

"The verdict on Frau Von Falken- 


hayn and Frau Von Naumer was 
carried out after Der Fuehrer and 
Reich's Chancellor (Hitler) refused 
a pardon."
